S.R.O. 44-E.—Whereas the draft of certain rules to amend Dehratlun Cantonment 
(Division into Wards) Rules, 1970 was published* as required by section 31 of the Canton¬ 
ments Act, 1924 (2 of 1924) in the Gazette of India, Part TT, Section 4 dated the 20th 
July, 1974, under the notification of the Government of Tntfia in the Ministry of Defence 
No. SRO 231, dated the 19th July. 1974, inviting objections and suggestions from all the 
p?rsons likely to be affected thereby till the expiry of sixty days from the date of 
publication of the said notification in ihe Official Gazette. 

And whereas the aforesaid Gazette was made available to the public on the 20th 
July, 1974; 

And whereas all the objections and suggestions received before the date so specified 
have been duly considered by the Central Government: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (a) and (b) of section 
31 of the said Act. the Central Government hereby makes the following rules, njmely:—■ 

1. Short tltlte und commencements—(1) These rules may be c'.dloJ the Dchra Dun 
Cantonment (Division into Wards) Amendment Rules, 1974, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette. 
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2. For the schedule to the Dehrii Dun Cantonment (Division into Wards) Rules, 1970, 
the following schedule shall be substituted:— 

SCHEDULE OF BOUNDARIES: 

Ward No. I 

The boundary of this ward starts trom the Cantonment boundary Pillar No. IC 
which is situated at the junction of Chakrata Road and unmetalled track leading from 
Chakrata Road to Shamshan Ghat and runs in a Westerly direction along the Canton¬ 
ment boundary up to, Boundary Pillar No. ID. 

From there it goes towards South along the boundary up to the Boundary Pillar 
No. IE. 

From there the boundary runs in the eastern direction along the northern side of 
Smith Nagar Mohanpur Road and meets Sullage Water drain, which cornea from Wing 
No. 7, 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards the northern direction and running 
on along the tarred road meets the main Toad in Wing No. 7 near the house of Shn 
Harbans L“al. 

From there the boundary runs towards the eastern direction along the main road of 
Wing No. 7 up to Gurudwara in Wing No. 7. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards north along the pucca ro&d and joins 
the Katcha Track running east and west dividing Wing No, 3 and 6. 

From there the boundary runs towards the west along the Katcha tntiokl crossing} 
Tyagi Road and joins a point of the Pucca Road which divides Wing No. 1 & 2. 

From there the boundary runs further west along Guru Nanak Higher Secondary 
School Road up to its junction with sullage water drain. 

From there the boundary runs towards the northern direction along the said sullage 
water drain up to its junction with Tea Estate Road, 

Further, the boundary proceed from this point in a straight line towards north east 
up to Boundary Pillar No. 1C that is the starting point. 

Ward No. II, 

The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Chakrata Road and sullage 
water drain which is situated between Gurdwara and Sericulture Department building 
of the State Government 'and proceds South along the sullage water drain up to its 
junction with a track running east west, thence it goes west along the said track up to 
m junction with Tyagi Road and further due west up to the junction of the sajd track 
with sullage water drain by the side of Guru Nanak Higher Secondary School, Thence it 
goes North along the drain up to its junction with Tea Estate Road along a line con¬ 
necting boundary pillar No. 1C of the Cantonment. 

From boundary pillar No. 1C boundary proceeds slightly south east along Chakrata 
Road up to the point where sullage water drain cuts Chakrata Road between the building 
of Sericulture and Gurudwara road that is the starting point. 


Ward No, III. 

The boundary of this ward starts from the junction of Chakrata Road and sullage 
water drain between Gurudwara and Sericulture Department building and 
along the sull'age water drain up to its junction with a track going east west by the 
side of the Flour Mill. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards the West along the katcha path up to 
its junction with the tarred road running North-South and then turns towards the South 
along this Vcca Red and joins the main road in Wing No. 7 at a pent of Gurudwara 
building in Wing No. 1. 

From there the boundary runs towards West along the mam Pucca road of Wing 
No. 7 and meets the branch road nc'ar the house of Shri Harbans Lai. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards the South along a Pucca road ^and 

Cantonment^ boundary un to the Cantonment boundary 
Pillar No. 8-B through Cantonment boundary pillar Nos. IF. 1G and 8-A. 
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From there the boundary goes north east along the canal up to the Cantonment 
(Indian Military Academy) boundary pillar No, 3 and proceeds along the boundary 
of the Cantonment (Indian Military Academy) through Pillars Nos- 4, 5, 2, 1, 72, 71, 

70, 69, 68, 67, 66, 65, 64 and 63. From there it goes along the Forest Research Institute 
boundary pillars Nos. 62 10 46 and thence along a straight line connecting Forest Re¬ 
search Institute boundary pillar No. 46 with Forest Research Institute boundary Pillar 


From the Cantonment (Forest Research Institute) Boundary Pillar No. 129 it takes 
a turn towards West and runs along the Cantonment (Forest Research Institute) Boundary 
through Pillars Nos. 129 to 137 up to Pillar No 1. Thence it runs along Cantonment 
(Forest Research Institute) boundary pillar through pillar No. 2 to 6 up to pillar No. 7. 

From pillar No. 7, the boundary meets Cantonment boundary pillar No. 1A through 
a straight line and runs along the southern bank of Tons Nadi up to the Cantonment 
boundary pillar No. IB which is situated at the Eastern side of Chakrata Road near Tons 
Bridge. 

From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. IB the boundary runs South along the 
eastern side of Chakrata Road and touches the Cantonment boundary pillar No, 1C. 

From boundary Pillar No. 1C the boundary runs in the easterly diiection along 
Chakrata Road up to the point where sullagc water drain cuts through Chakrata Road 
between the buildings of Sericulture and Gurudwara that is the starting point, 

Ward No. IV. 

The boundary of this ward begins from the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 2 which 
is situated at the junction of Mall Road and Chakrata Road and runs No Pi-East along 
the mid stream of Bindal Nadi up to the Kutchn Path near Military 1 ngnccWng Service 
Stack Yard and takes a turn towards North-West along the Katcha Path and joins Mall 
Road near bungalow No. 3. 

From there the boundary runs towards the North along Mall Road 'and touches 
Chor Khala near Memorial Arch of 58 Gorkha Training Centre. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards South-West and runs along Chor 
Kh’ala up to the bridge over Young Road near Flag Stall House. 

From there the boundary runs towards North-West along Young Road up to its 
junction with Rashtriya Indian Military College Road. 

From there it runs towards North-Westerly direction along Rashtriya Indian Military 
College Road up to its junction with Binola Khala and then after taking a turn towards 
North along Binola Khala it touches the bridge over Binola Khala on Birpur Road. 

From there it runs in a straight line in the North-West direction up to the bridge 
over Bijapur Canal near bungalow No. 270. 

From there the boundary runs in a straight line in Westerly direction up to the Iron 
Bridge over Tons Nadi on Ghangora Road. Thence the boundary takes a turn towards 
South-West and runs along Birpur Road up to its junction with Tapkeshwar Road. 

From there it runs along Tapkeshwar Road in the same direction and touches the 
junction of Kaulagarh Road and Tapkeshwar Road. Thence the boundary runs along 
Kaulagarh Road up to the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 135. 

From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 135 the boundary runs towards South-East 
along Cantonment boundary and touches the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 136 
situated near Kaulagarh Canal. 

From there it takes a turn towards North-East and goes along Kaulagarh Canal up 
stream up to its junction with Balupur Canal, 

From there the boundary turns towards South-West and runs along Balupur Canal 
down stream up to its junction with Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 137. 

From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 137 it runs Southcastwards along the 
Cantonment Boundary through Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos. 137 to 149 and 1 up 
to Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 2 that is the starting point, 

Ward No* V. 

The boundary of this ward begins from the bridge over Bijapur Canal by the side of 
Bungalow No, 270 and runs in the eastern direction along Bijapur Canal up to the 
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Binola Khala and then runs along the Khala in the North eastern direction till it meets 
the southern bank of Tons Nadi* Thence after crossing the Tons Nadi it meets the 
Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 27. 

From Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 27 the boundary runs South-West along the 
Western bank of Tons Nadi up to the point where it touches Iron bridge. 

From there the boundary joins the bridge over Bijapur Canal near Bungalow No. 270 
that is the starting point by a straight line. 

Ward No, VI. 

The boundary of this ward begins from the junction of the Cantonment Boundary 
and the Katcha Path near Military Engineering Service Stack Yard and runs North- 
East along the mid stream of Bindal Nadi up to the boundary pillar No. 4 which is 
situated at the head of Anarwala Khala. 

From there it runs along the Cantonment boundary through Pillar Nos. 5 Lo 26 up 
to the boundary pillar No. 27. 

From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 27 it crosses Tons Nadi south-eastward 
and joins the Binola Khala. Thence it goes South-westward along Binola Khala till it 
joins the Bijapur Canal and then runs west along the Canal up to the bridge on the 
said canal which is situated on the Northern side of Bungalow No. 270. 

Thence it goes southward in a straight line and touches the bridge over Binola 
Khala. 

Thence the boundary runs due South along Binola Khala and touches the bridge on 
Rasbtriya Indian Military College Road, 

From this point it goes eastward along Rashtriya Indian Military College Road up to 
its junction with Young Road. Further it goes South along Young Road and touches 
a bridge over Chor Khala near Flag Staff House. 

From there the boundary takes a turn towards North-east along Chor Khala up to its 
junction with Mall Road near Memorial Arch of 58 Gorkha Training Centre. 

From there it runs towards South along Mall Road and touches a point where a 
Katcha Path joins it near Bungalow No, 3. 

From there it takes a turn towards East along the Katcha Path and touches the 
starting point of the Cantonment Boundary near Stack Yard of Military Engineering 
Service that is the starting point. 

Ward No. Vll. 

This ward is comprised of 3 pockets namely Forest Research Institute. Nimboowala, 
39 Gorkha Training Centre, Part of Garhi and 11 Gorkha Rifles Regimental Centre. 

(i) Boundary of Forest Research Institute: 

The boundary of this portion of the ward begins from the Canionmmt Forest Re¬ 
search Institute Boundary Pillar No. 129 and runs south-eastwards in a straight line to 
meet Pillar No. 47. Further it moves along the Cantonment Forest Research Institute 
Boundary through Pillars Nos. 46 to 63 up to Cantonment Forest Research Institute 
Pillar No. 64. 

Thence the boundary turns eastward along the Northern side of Chakrata Road up 
to Cantonment Forest Research Institute Boundary Pillar No. 75. 

From there it runs along the Cantonment Forest Research Institute boundary through 
the Cantonment Boundary Pillar Nos 76 to 128 up to Pillar No. 129 that is the starting 
point. 

fii) Boundaries of Nimboowala: 

The boundary of this village starts fiom the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No, 136 
and runs eastward along Knulagarh Canal up stream till it meets Balupur Canals. 

From there it turns towards South-west and runs along Balupur Canal down stream 
and touches the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No 137. 
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From there the boundary runs North-west along the boundary of the Cantonment, 
ending at the boundary pillar No. 136 that is the starting point* 

(iii) Boundaries of 39 Gorklia Training Centre, Part of Garhl and 11 Gorkim Rides 
Regimental Centre: 

The boundary of this portion of the ward starts from the Iron Bridge over Tons 
River and runs North-east along the river Tons up to the Cantonment Boundary Pillar 
No. 27. 

From there it runs along the Cantonment boundary through the Cantonment Bound¬ 
ary Pillar Nos, 27A to 134 up to Cantonment Boundary Pillar No. 135 at its crossing 
with Kaulagarh Road. 

From the Cantonment Boundary Pillar No* 135 it goes towards Norrh-east along 
Kaulagarh Road up to its junction with Tapkeshwar Road and further along Tapkeshwar 
Road up to its junction with Birpur Road. Then it takes a turn in the North-easterly 
direction and goes along Birpur Road up to its junction with Iron bridge that is the 
starting point.
